It  will  be  noticed  that  the  School  Expenses,  as  paid  by  the 
Treasurer,  are  somewhat  less  than  usual,  and  considerably  less 
than  the  actual  expense  incurred  ;  this  circumstance  will  be  ac- 
counted for,  by  the  facts  that  there  are  several  bills  for  teaching, 
v.-hich  have  been  allowed,  but  not  jjresented  for  payment,  and  that 
there  has  been  but  $13  00  paid  to  the  School  Committee,  and 
nothing  for  their  dinners,  the  past  year,  while  these  two  last  men- 
tioned items  amounted  to  $158  II,  in  the  year  before.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  sum  of  340  00,  which  has  been  paid  by 
the  Treasurer,  for  military  services,  is  to  be  reimbursed  by  the 
State;  and  if  the  town  should  think  best,  as  has  been  recommend- 
ed, to  use  a  part  of  the  "surplus  revenue,"  to  defray  the  expenses 
already  incurred  for  Armories,  they  will  then  have  available  funds, 
with  the  balance  now  in  the  Tieasury  and  due  from  Collector, 
amounting  to  $2179  36,  which  will  show  that  although  some  of 
the  expenditures  have  exceeded  the  appropriations,  on  the  whole, 
the  disbursing  officers  of  the  town,  have  practised  economy  as  far 
as  they  were  able. 

Annexed,  is  an  estimate  of  the  sums  necessary  to  be  appropria- 
ted for  the  present  year,  and  the  resources  to  meet  the  same, 
together  with  the  sum  to  be  raised  by  taxes,  which  has  been  pre- 
pared by  the  Selectmen. 

The  Auditors,  in  conclusion,  would  state,  that  the  vote  passed 
in  April  last,  requiring  all  disbursements  to  be  made  from  the 
Treasury,  and  that  the  orders  for  the  same,  should  state  for  what 
purposes  they  were  drawn,  and  to  what  appropriations  applied, 
has  been  as  strictly  adhered  to,  as  was  possible  under  the  circum- 
stances.
